Thomas Miller, a former emi)loyee of 
the water wheel works, was arrested as 
the incendiary. 
H e was taken before 
Alderman Keech,who committed him 
to jail for a hearing. 
A n attempt to 
fire this same mill was made oti Good 
Friday night, and also once before. 


In the case of John Nagle, arrested 
for setting fire to the barns of Mrs. 
Bierman and A. Geiscr, in East York, 
a hearing was held 
before Alderman 
Keech. 
He was committed to jail for 
action before the Grand Jury. 
There 
has l>een so many attempts lately by 
incendiaries to burn property, that the 
authorities are determined 
to put a 
stop to it. 


Six weeks ago Eva Bloch, a 16-year- 
old Polish girl, decidedly pretty and 
apparently refined, committed suicide 
by hanging herself to a gas bracket in 
the Union depot at Pittsburg. 
It came 
out a few days later that she was the 
victim of a love affair, and that she had 
been brought to America by a Russian 
army officer and deserted. 
Friday a 
letter 
was received 
irom 
Radcaiton 
Wratnowski, the dead girrs brother-in- 
law at VVarsgawa, which throws more 
light upon the case. 
It conveys the 
information that the offending officer 
has been arrested, and is soon to be 
tried for abducting the girl, whom the 
brother-in-law describes as "the most 
lovely of the family." 
She was going 
to college when the army officer stole 
her away. 
T w o days later her friends 
heard of the affair, but the pair had al- 
ready taken ship for New 
York. 
It 
was there the young woman' was de- 
serted. 
The 
relatives, after 
securing 
the punishment of her betrayer, will 
erect a monument 
over the grave of 
the unfortunate maiden in Pittsburg. 


Boston nearly lost her chief of the 
fire department, the assistant chief, two 
district chiefs and seventeen firemen at 
an early morning blaze Sunday. 
The 
fire 
was in a five-story building and 
went through every floor with great ra- 
pidity. 
After hard work the 
flames 
were confined to 
the upper gtory and 
about thirty firemen were on the fourth 
floor 
fighting 
the 
flames. 
Without an 
instant's warning the roof fell, carry- 
ing with it the next floor and burying 
the firemen in a mass of burning tim- 
bers. 
Streams ot water were 
turned 
on the burning debris and this saved 
many from roasting to death. 
Hooks 
and axes weie plied vigorously but it 
was forty minutes before the men were 
all rescued. Assitant chief Reagan was 
the first to be pulled out, and it was 
found he had a broken arm. In a short 
time the others, burned and otherwise 
injured,were taken out of their perilous 
positions. 


The hofemen and Chiefs were pinn- 
ed in, side by side. 
One man, black- 
ened, buined and suffering from pain- 
ful injuries about the back was dug out 
of the hot cinders and burning timb- 
ers. 
The firemen who took him from 
the terrible position in which he was 
held with the others were horrified to 
find that it was Chjf Webber, who had 
appeared op the scene just previous to 
the fall of the roof to order the 
men 
away from the point, which he ieltwas 
a dangerous one. 
He was caught with 
his men.

Before long she became as 
deeply enamored of him as he was bi 
her. 
The upshot of this was that she 
left her husband at Port Bowkley and 
and fled with her new love to Sturmer- 
ville. 
The household goods Smith had 
been accumulating for the wife in Ger- 
many came 
in just as handy for the 
new wife, and they settled down lor a 
happy married 
life, in a comfortable 
little home. 
The deserted husband in 
Port Bowkley never raised any objec- 
tion or sought either to punish or re- 
cover his truant wile. 


So a couple of years passed, and the 
wife in Germany began to grow suspi- 
cious. 
She finally resolved to come 
over and see what was the matter. She 
did so, and arrived in this country in 
September last.

cumstances, was that they became at- 
tached to each other, and finally fell in 
love. ^ Mrs. Smith opened negotiations 
with her husband lying in jail, and 
these negotiations were very quickly 
crowned with success. 
The jail doors 
were oi3ened, and Smith went back to 
his Sturmerville home and wife, while 
Mrs, Smith, who had come all the way 
from 
Germany to 
find 
her 
recreant 
husband, gladly let him go, and she 
herself entered the home of 
Michael 
Evans, at Port Bowkley, and took her 
place as mistress of the household. 


It was merely a trade of wives, and 
was accomplished to the eminent satis- 
faction of all parties concerned. 
The 
prosecution against Smith was not press- 
ed, and 
the Grand Jury ignored the 
bills against him. 


Officer Reuben Seller arrived at Car-

in custody Ephraim 
Myers, the 
forger, who pas sed a 
bogus check to 
which the name^of Jacob Enck,of Cum.

Their verdict was 
suicide, 
while temporarily insane, caused 
by 
busii^ss troi^bles.

Much interest has been excited in 
San Francisco by the display of several 
ingots of California tin smelted at the 
new mines in Sam Bernardino county. 
The success of the new enterprise is as- 
sured by a new process of smelting 
which is rapid and economical. 
It is 
estimated 
that these mines will soon 
yield enough tin to supply all the home 
demand and thus cut off the large im- 
portation. 


While Sandy Wilson, of Greensburg, 
Pa., was being taken to jail by consta- 
ble McDonald, on a Pennsylvania rail- 
road train, he knocked the conductor 
down and sprang from the train.

Beaver county, Oklahoma, which place 
is reported as entirely destroyed. 


The work of allotting land in sever- 
alty to the Pottawottomie Indians has 
been completed. It consumed a period 
of four years. 
Allotments have been 
made to 1,469 Pottawotiomiesand 563 
Absent 
Shawnees, which have taken 
about

a balance of a little over 300,000 acres 
to be thrown open to white settlement.

A PB1ZE STORY. 


There was a fierce competition on Pu- 


get Sound between two rival lines of 
steamers. Fcr a long time one company 
had controlled the traffic between Vic- 
toria and Tacoma, but when some enter- 
prising men started an opposition line, 
there was a sharp struggle between the 
two. 


I obtained a position as assistant en- 


gineer on one of these opposition boats. 
She was a steamer called the Occident, 
brought from San Francisco, where she 
had been used about the Bay.

The traveling public on Puget 
Sound cared little in those days for 
safety, and a great deal for arriving at 
their destination in the shortest possible 
time. 


The Captain knew every foot of the 


Sound by day or night. He never tied 
up for storm, fog or darkness, but drove 
the Occident to her destination. 
Tears 


of exposure to the rains and fosj had 
given him a disease of the lungs. Often 
he stood in the pilot-house all night -when 
lie should have been in bed, but he had 
a family dependent upon him, and must 
keep going. 


The purser was a young man who had 


been educated to the business on the 
Columbia River. He was bright, dapper, 
energetic, wide-awake, red-haired and 
led-moustached. His obliging disposi- 
tion made bim a great favorite oa the 
Sound. He was, too, always looking out 
for the interests of his employers. 


The steamers of both lines left the 


terminal ports, Yictoria and Tacoma, at 
the same hour, and the boats lay at adja- 
cent docks. Competition had reduced 
fares and freights to a very low figure, 
and the rush of business was tremend- 
ous. 
Our lower deck was crowded at 


every trip with freight and Chinamen, 
•while every state room was occupied, and moved up to Seattle and 
the saloon floor often covered with mat- ! grandma till they got settled.

AJble to 3IarcIi Thirty Miles a Day- 


Points of Interest About a South 
American Army. 


The news that a Thole regiment and 


three battalions of infantry stationed 
near Pisagua. Chili, have shot their 
officers and gone over to 
is generally regarded a 
oas for the Chilian Go 
has fewer troops to lose than 
has been supposed. 
Even on paper the ] get rid of the 


entire standing army of Chili contains 
but 5719 men and 3S7 officers. 
These 


troops are included ia eight battalions 
of infantry, one battalion, of sappers and 
miners, three regiments of cavalry, two 
regiments of neld artillery, and one bat- 
talion of cossc artillery. 
The force was 


distributed at the breaking out of the 
revolution as follows: In the northern 
provinces, Tacna, Iquique, and Antosa- 
g&sto, two battalions, one regiment of 
cavalry, and one regiment of artillery; 
near the middle of the country, that- is 
between Valparaiso and Santiago, three 
battalions, two regiments of cavalry, two 
brigades of artillery, and one brigade of 
coast artillery; to the south three bat- 
talions, a battalion of sappers and miners, 
and one regiment of cavalry. 
Tha 


effective strength of the Chilian army, 
however, falls far below these figures. 
In 1890 it was estimated at only 2305 
men; since, during the period between 
January 
1 and Xovember 1, 115S 


privates had deserted. 


This rather desperate state of affairs ia 


due to several faults of army organiza- 
tion as well as the persistent interference 
of influential politicians ia the technical 
management of the soldiers. In the first 
place Chili is the only country in the 
world that unites a regular volunteer 
service with an obligatory militia ser- 
vice. 
All members of the regular army 


receive liberal pay, after the system 
prevalent in the United States. 
Once 


enlisted, however, the soldier is not 
held so strictly to the duties cf the ser- 
vice as with us. By the personal in- 
fluence of friends, by petty bribery, and 
in a hundred other ways he may secure 
his release without incurring arrest for 
desertion. 


At the head of the Chilian military 


organization stands a Minister- of "War. 
This Minister is known among the for- 
eigners in Chili as the most* 'nomadic 
official" in the Chilian Cabinet. It is by 
no means infrequent that a Chilian 3Iin- 
istrv falls five or six months after its 


i organization. 
Often, Indeed, Ministers 


I resign four or fire weeks after having 
been named for office. 
This fickleness 


of the head administrator, combined 
with the division of responsibility be- 
tween him and two Inspector-Generals, 
is regarded- as one of the most fruitful 
causes of the demoralization of the regu- 
lar service. The drill, moreover, is con- 
ducted on the most antiquated lines. 
The cavalry, for instance, follows the 
Spanish 
regulations 
of 1807. The 


weapons of the troops on the other hand 
are modem. The artillery has Krupp 
guns, and the infantry Mannlicher rifles. 
The arsenals and repair shops are under 
the supervision of German ofiicers. Tha 
Chilian militia has a nominal strength 
of 48,602 privates and 2119 
officers. 


Last year, however, only 1055 officers 
| and £7,000 men could be found for 
i duty. All the rest had "disappeared," 
• the technical expression in Chili for de- 


sertion. A source of weakness of the 
recruiting service in Chili is the law 
that whoever serves as a volunteer fise- 
man shall be exempt from military obli- 
gations. Hence it is that Chili has -the 
largest and most willing force of volun- 
teer firemen of all countries in the 
world. 


Despite all the deficiencies of the or- 


ganization, and the wide gaps in every 
division ef the army, the Chilian army 
is far from being as completely ineffi- 
cient as the armies of most of the neigh- 
boring States. The Chilian soldfer has 
two inherent qualites which render him 
superior to all other South Americans, as 
well as to many EuroDeans on" the battle- 
field. He has wonderful endurance and 
few needs. "With a little water and a 
few bites of bread he is able to preserve j 
his strength throughout forced marches i 
of which the European soldier hardly ' 
dreams. During the last war with Peru 
he showed this quality of endurance to 
a 
remarkable degree. 
Considerable j 


bodies of Chilian infantry marched fre- ] 
quently thirty miles a day. 
Chilian cav- \ 


airy, moreover, often covered, marching ] 
day and night, sixty miles *at a stretch, i 
The explanation of this exceptional phys- j 
ical energy of the cavalry is to be found j 
in the fact that every Chilian is at homa ; 
on horseback, and that the horses have j 
staying powers when on the gallop (the 
only gait the cavalry knows) which Eu- 
ropean horses never attain to. The com- 
mon conclusion, however, that the Chil- 
ians are weak on their feet because strong 
on horseback is entirely false. Not only 
is the average Chilian horseman an ex- ; 
ceptionally persevering pedestrian, but i 
often the fastest foot courier in the world. 
The regular military couriers are fre- 
quently able to cover between fifty and 
sixty miles»a day, and a Chilian "private 
of onlv slightly extraordinary running 
ability^has been known to make, often 
under a load of forty pounds, forty or 
forty-five miles a day.—Sew York Sun.

Points of Interest About a South 
American Arm)'. 


The news that a whole regiment and 
three 
battalions 
of 
infantry stationed 
near Pisagua, 
Cbili^ have 
shot their 
officers and gone over to the insurgents 
is generally renfarded as especially omin- 
ous for the Chilian Go%'crnmcnt, which 
has fewer troops to lose than usually 
has been supposed. 
Even on paper the 
entire standing army of Chili contains 
but 5719 men and 307 officers. 
These 
troops are included in cÌQ:ht battalions 
of infantry, one-battalion of sappers and 
miners, three regiments of cavalry, two 
regiments of lield artillery, and one bat- 
talion of coast artillery. 
The force was 
distributed at the breaking out of the 
revolution as follows: In the northern 
provinces. Tacna, Iquique, and Antosa- 
gusto, two battalions, one regiment of 
cavalry, and one regiment of 
a r t i l l e r y ; 
near the middle of the country, that is 
between Valparaiso and Santiago, three 
battalions, two regiments of cavalry, two 
brigades of artillery, and one brigade of 
coast artillery; tô the south three bat- 
talions, a battalion of sappers and miners, 
and one regiment 
of 
cavalry. 
Tho 
effective strength of the Chilian army, 
however, falls far below these ligures. 
In 1890 it was estimated at only 2305 
men; since, during the period between 
January 
1 
and 
November 1, 
1158 
privates had deserted. 


This rather desperate state of affairs is 
due to several faults of army organiza- 
tion as well as the persistent interference 
of influential politicians in the technical 
management of the soldiers. In the first 
place Chili is the only country in the 
world that unites a regular volunteer 
service with an obligatory militia ser- 
vice. 
All members of the regular army 
receive liberal pay, 
after 
the system 
prevalent in the United States. 
Once 
enlisted, however, 
the soldier is not 
held so strictly to the duties of the ser- 
vice as with us. 
By the personal in- 
fluence of friends, by petty bribery, and 
in a hundred other -ways he may secure 
his release without incurring arrest for 
desertion. 


At the head of the Chilian military 
organization stands a Minister of War. 
This Minister is known among the for- 
eigners in Chili as the most'»nomadic 
official" in the Chilian Cabinet. ^ It is by 
no means infrequent that a Chilian Min- 
istry falls Ave or six months after its 
organization. 
Often, indeed, Ministers 
resign four or five weeks after having 
been named for office. 
Tliis 
fickleness 
of 
the head administrator, 
combined 
with the division of responsibility be- 
tween him and two Inspector-Generals, 
is regarded' as one of the most fruitful 
causes of the demoralization of the regu- 
lar service. 
The drill, moreover, is con- 
ducted on the most antiquated 
lines. 
The cavalry, for instance, follows the 
Spanish 
regulations 
of 
1807. 
The 
weapons of the troops on the other hand 
arò modern. 
The artillery has Krupp 
guns, and the infantry Männlicher rifles. 
The arsenals and repair shops are under 
the supervision of German officers. 
The 
Chilian militia has a nominal strength 
of 48,602 privates and 2119 
officers. 
Last year, however, only 1055 officers 
and ¿7,000 men could be found for 
duty. 
All the rest had '^disappeared," 
the technical expression in Chili for de- 
sertion. 
A source of weakness of tha 
recruiting service in Chili is the law 
thai whoever serves as a volunteer fiie- 
man shall be exempt from military obli- 
gations. 
Hence it is that Chili has-tha 
largest and most willing force of volun- 
teer firemen of 
all countries in 
the 
world. 


Despite all the deficiencies of the or- 
ganization, and the wide gaps in every 
division of the array, the Chilian army 
is far from being as completely ineffi- 
cient as the armies of most of the neigh- 
boring States. 
The Chilian soldibr has 
two inherent qualités which rpnder him 
superior to all other South Americans, as 
well as to many Europeans on* the battle- 
field, 
He has wonderful endurance and 
few needs. 
With a little water and a 
few bites of bread he is able to preservo 
his strength throughout forced marches 
of which the European soldier hardly 
dreams. 
During the last war with Peru 
he showed this quality of endurance to 
a 
remarkable 
degree. 
Considerable 
bodies of Chilian infantry marched fre- 
quently thirty miles a day. 
Chilian cav- 
alry, moreover, often covered, marching 
day and night, sixty miles *at a stretch. 
The explanation of this exceptional phys- 
ical energy of the cavalry is to be found 
in the fact that every Chilian is at homo 
on horseback, and that the horses have 
staying powers when on the gallop (the 
only gait the cavalry knows) which Eu- 
ropean horses never attain to. 
The com- 
mon conclusion, however, that the Chil- 
ians are weak OQ their feet because strong 
on horseback is entirely false. 
Not only 
is the average Chilian horseman an ex- 
ceptionally persevering pedestrian, but 
often the fastest foot courier in the world. 
The regular military couriers are fre- 
quently able to cover between fifty and 
sixty miles»a day, and a Chilian private 
of onlv slightly extraordinary running 
ability has been known to make, often 
under a load of forty pounds, forty or 
forty-five miles a day.—New York San*

A. Snell Road From Bermudas to 


Ha tt eras — Tremendous <iuli-s in 
the Atlantic — Surprising' Things. 


One often hears about the "floor" of 


the Atantic, says Rene Bache in Kate 
Fi^leTs WasAififfton. 
but the significance 


of the term so applied can in no way be 
so vividly conveyed to the mind as by 
viewing a wonderful relief map that 
stands in the Superintendent's room at 
the United States Coast Survey OSce. 
This is a big picture in plaster oi Paris 
of what is called the Bay of Xorth 
America, which means the great siveep- 
in of the ocean f rein Xova Scoria to the 
West Indies, and of the Guif of Mexico, 
with all of the United States that lies 
north of the gulf shown also. Just as 
the mountains on the land are represented 
in elevation, the conSguration of the 
bottom of the sea and gulf is exhibited 
by the map, so that you can see how the 
Atlantic and its great arm would look if 
all the water were drained away. 


The first thing that you remark is that 


the bottom of this vast bay of the Atlan- 
tic is a floor almost as smooth and level 
as a Western prairie, save quite near the 
eastern shore of the continent. 


If the "water were gone you could drive 


very comfortably in a carriage over a 
nice shell road all the way from the 
Bermudas to wkhin 150 miles of Cape 
Hatteras, which -would be the nearest 
point of dry land to reach. 
Then you 


would have to ciinib, for at that distance 
from the coast the bottom begins to rise 
frOEfthe even depth of three miles at 
•which you have been journeying, to 
nearly a mile higher ia a distance about 
equal to that between Philadelphia and 
"Xew York. 


From that point on yoa would be 


obliged to dismount and do sorae^ walking, 
ss the descent becomes quite abrupt, 
Tising within a few miles to a depth of 
•only two or three hundred feet. But the 
isorc of traveling you would do in mouat- 
iing from the ocean aoor to get to the 
;coast, would depend entirely upon what 
point along the coast you tried to strike, 
in as much as the contour of the slope 
varies greatly.

You would gad an even road at a little 
more than three .miles down beloT what 
is now the surface ot the sea, descending 
a trifle after getting south of the^latitude 
of Jacksonville, Fla. 


Then -you would have to look out, be- 


cause, a few miles to the north of Puerto 
Rico., the ocean floor takes a most as- 
tounding dip 'into one of the deepest sea 
holes taat can be found in the world. 
Reaching its edge at about 130 miles 
from Puerto Rico, you would find this 
tremendous gulf suddenly descending to 
a depth of more than five miles below 
what is now the surface of the water. It 
is extraordinary how these West Indian 
islands rise precipitously from the.depths, 
uplifting their mountains miles high out 
of*the sea. South of Cuba, in the Car- 
ribean Sea, is a bole even more remark- 
able than the one jast described. It is 
much bigger than .the one north of Puerto 
Rico, and forms an elongated valley 
six and a half miles in depth. Who can 
guess -what ocean monsters, pulpy, vast 
and formless, inhabit these great ocean. 
caverns,- lighted only by processions of 
torch-bearing fishes ? What haunts, these, 
for the sea serpent and for the gigantic 
creatures imagined to be extinct since 
the Deluge. 


Among other surprising things at the 


bottom of the sea, you would in your 
travels come across the little Bahamas 
east .of Southern Florida, where they 
rise suddenly from the ocean's floor with 
so little slope that, within a distance of 
thirty miles,you would have to climb more 
than three miles high to find yourself in 
Nassau. So it appears, as had not been 
suspected until recently, that these isl- 
ands are the tops of very precipitous 
mountain peaks projecting out of the 
water. A still more extraordinary sub- 
marine structure you would discover ia 
the-Benaudas, some 900 miles dne east 
frcm Charleston. 
These islands rise 


abruptly out of the miist of the great 
flat ocean plain. They, too, are the 
peaks of mighty and precipitous hills. 


Ths bottom floor of the,Guif of Mexico 


is little less than two and a half miles 
deep. Flowing out" of it, the great peren- 
nial stream becomes so saallow by the time 
it reaches the southern point of Florida 
as to be less than half a mile in depth, 
while, as it sweeps up close by the south- 
east shore line of that State it diminishes 
to but little more than a quarter of a 
mile before swerving off from the coast 
oa its journey northeastward.

The desperate man 
wrested himself free, sprang back of 
the counter, seized another revolver 
and fired two shots into his own head, 
then picking up a razor, cut his throat.

A family of five campers,

death. 


A white man and a colored man 
committed suicide in a sensational man- 
ner at Findlay, Ohio, Tuesday, because 
the woman they loved refused their at- 
tention. Frederick Jackson,tlie colored 
.man, inflicted thirteen cuts in his head 
with a hatchet, inflicting injuries from 
which he shortly afterward died. A- 
dolph Schufïïeberger, the white man, 
first put a bullet into his head, then cut 
his throat with a razor, and ended the 
fight with life by throwing himself into 
the liver. 


The Italian government is taking 
steps to ascertain the whereabouts of 
the two murderers, Bevinino and Vil- 
lain who were connected with the mur- 
der and robbeiy of a paymaster near 
Wilkesbarre, Pa., and" escaped

The act of 1887, providing for the 
condemnation of toll roads, is before 
the Legislature tor amendment,but the 
proposition to amend does not go far 
enough.

Nearly all the toll roads arc 
State turnpikes, and it is little induce- 
ment for the taxpayers ot one county, 
to make its roads tree for the whole 
State and then be compelled them- 
selves to pay their way whenever they 
drive outside ot their own county. The 
State should condemn all these toll 
roads and toll bridges and make them 
free. They are a relic oi a primitive 
civilization, and a heavy tax on farmers 
and others, from which they will ask 
the State to relieve them,—Press.

Besy^lns: as a Fine Art. 


The artistic 
quality which 
marki 
American industry in all its branches to- 
day is nowhere more apparent than in 
the art of bogging as now practised in 
New York City, writes a correspondent. 
The old-fashioned, plain begging is quite 
out of date. 
The modern begsrar makes 
a study of his employment, and brings 
to it a high order of imaginative talent 
and a degree of that patient industry 
which underlies most success in this age 
of competition. 
The knowledge among 
that large class of peisons of both sexes 
and of all ages who decline to work 
under any consideration that keen eyea 
are upon them and that ordinary make- 
shifts and apologies won't fool honest 
people any louger sharpens their wits and 
drives them to devise the most ingenious 
lies or go out of the begging business. 
The stimulating effect of such anti-fraud 
machinery as the Charity Organization 
Society on the minds of the mendicant 
class shows that rhey arc more papable 
of intellectual improvement than many 
suppose. 
Lately I have had brought to 
my attention several most artful cases, 
where beggars have prepared themselves 
for the cross-examination they now ex- 
pect with a completeness that throws 
even an expert off his guard. Meanwhile 
it seems harder and harder to get at 
genuine cases of what used to be known 
as "the deserving poor," 
There are 
enough of them, alas, but the counter- 
nfeit is now so excellent that it requires 
more study to discriminate than most 
•people can give. 
Tho encouraging fea- 
ture is that the benevolent people-are 
realizing that in this country the extreme 
aud awful poverty which marks 
some 
other «)untries is not often linked with 
sobriety aud honesty, and they are there- 
fore resorting to some sort of system in 
sifting the plausible stories that are so 
glibly told.-r- Washington 
mar. 


Macaroni is no longer a distinctly Ital- 
ian article of food; it is fast becoming a 
favorite dish with native Americans, and 
"macaroni a I'ltalienne" is often on the 
bills of fare at tho leading hoteU. 


Although macaroni is imported from 
Italy to a certain 
extent, 
most of that 
which is consumed in 
Boston aud New 
England is manufactured 
in this city. 
There are but two firms in Boston en- 
gaged in tho manufacture, 
and the pro- 
prietors and tlieir employes are all Ital- 
ians. 
One of the concerns was started 
about ten or twelve years ago 
it pro- 
duced the first macaroni made in Now 
England, tho paraphernalia necessary for 
its mauufacturo being brouicht from the 
sunny peninsula. 
These Italians made it 
by hand then and they make it by hand 
n^w, although the second firm, which 
commenced business about two years ago, 
employs steam power in running tho 
machinery. 


When the workman is going to make 
macai'onl by hand, he put^ half a bjirrel 
of flour into the big dough trough, pours 
in a sufiicient quantity of tepid water, 
and with bis hands and a big spoon 
works the mass into a thick paste. 
This 
requires twenty minutes of hard labor. 
The mass of dough is then transferred to 
the triangular kneading board, which 
has high sides ^o keep the dough from 
falling off, and is briskly chopped for 
thirty or forty minutes with 
the great 
long-handled wooden 
knife suspended 
above the btiard. 


Every few minutes the dough gets flat- 
tened down hard on the kneading board 
and, then the workman takes a 
huge 
carving knife, slices it into large strips, 
piles it up and then begins kneading 
again. 
When the dough becomes very 
I stiff, and looks about as hard and un- 
palatable as India rubber, it is fed, thirty 
pounds at a time, into the large iron 
cyKnder. 
Then' the great 
iron 
wheel 
overhead is set a-going, and the Italians 
work the lever and grind out the mac- 
aroni. 
Pans containing burning char- 
coal are placed around the cylinder so as 
I to maintain a warm temperature, thus 
keeping the dough 
moist inside 
aud 
facilitating the work of pressure. 


As the wheel goes round the endless

Bermudas to 
Hattoras—Tremondons 
<iuUs in 
tho Atlantic—Surprising Things. 
One often hears about tho "floor" of 
tho Atantic, says Rene Bache in 
Kate 
Ficld^s Washington^ but the significance 
of tho term so applied can in no way be 
so vividly conveyed to the mind as by 
viewing a wonderful relief 
map that 
stands in the Superintendent's room at 
the United States Coast Survey OSicc. 
This is a big picture in plaster of Paris 
of what is called tho Bay of North 
America, which means the great sweep- 
in of the ocean from Nova Scotia to the 
West Indies, and of the Gulf of Slexico, 
with all of the United 
States that lies 
north of the gulf shown also. 
Just ai 
the mountains on the land are represented 
in elevation, 
the configuration of tho 
bottom of the sea and gulf is exhibited 
by the map, so that you can see how tho 
Atlantic and its great arm would look if 
all the water were drained away. 


The first thing that y^ju remark is that 
the bottom of this vast bay of the Atlan- 
tic is a floor almost as smooth and level 
as a Western prairie, save quite near tho 
eastern shore of the continent. 


If tho water were gone you could drive 
very comfortably in a carriage over a 
nice shell road all the way from the 
Bermudas to within 150 miles of Cape 
I Hatteras, which would be the nearest 
point of dry land to reach. 
Then you 
would have to climb, for at that distance 
, from the coast the bottom begins to rise 
i 'from'the even depth of three miles at 
which you have been journeying, to 
"nearly a mile higher iu a distance about 
equal to that between Philadelphia and 
'New York. 


From that point on you would 
bo 
t)bliged to dismount and do some^walking, 
iis the descent becomes quite 
abrupt, 
prising within a few miles to a depth of 
•only two or three hundred feet. 
But the 
isort of traveling you would do in mount- 
fing from the ocean floor to get to tho 
¿coast, would depend entirely upon what 
point along the const you tried to strike,

^ screw drives the upper disc down 
into 
j the cylinder and against the mass of 
dough. 
The cylinder is so tight that the 
dough cannot squeeze out at the top, so 
it is pressed through the holes that pepper 
the copper disc in the lower end of the 
cylinder. 
Each hole in the disc has in 
its centre a small wire pin, and as 
the 
dough comes out these pins make through 
the length of each *'string" a small,round 
hole. 


The doucfh is in such a moist condition 
that it does not easily break as it comes 
out through 
the holes. 
A 
workman 
stands by and cuts it off in lengths of 
two feet and quickly hangs it upon thin, 
cylindrical sticks. 
This gives each piece 
a little crook at one end. 
The 
damp 
macaroni is then carried to an upper loft 
where it is dried. 
The windows 
are 
closed to keep out the moist atmosphere 
and the room is kept very warm. 
It 
takes from five to eight or nine days for 
It to dry. 
It must be perfectly dry be- 
fore being put into boxes, otherwise it 
would sour. 


When dry, the macaroni is packed 
in 
twenty-five-pound boxes lined with tissue 
pa-^er, and sold to grocers. 
It brings 
$ i S > 
a box, 
whereas the 
imported 
macaroni brings from $1.50 to $2.00 a 
box at wholesiile. 
The broken pieces 
are packed in separate boxes, and sell at 
about 3i cents a pound at wholesale. 


Two men can turn about two barrels 
of flour a day into macaroni. 
There are 
from twenty to thirty kinds of macaroni 
(that is,that number of different shapes), 
but this place only makes eight or ten. 


When not in use the discs are kept in 
a pail of water in order that their ac- 
cumulated dough may not harden. 
The 
workman said the best quality of flour ia 
used, and that it would bo impossible to 
make'macaroni from an inferior quality. 


Macaroni can be served in an almost 
innumerable number of ways. 
Ameri- 
cans break it into small pieces and use it 
u great deal in soups; but the most ^ 
popular way is to simply boil it and servo 
with a white sauce and grated cheese. 
Italians do not»break it, but gradually ! 
push the sticks into the boiling water | 
until they make a coiled mass. 
Tiiey 
serve with cheese, using tomato, chicken 
or some other inviting sauce. 
They use 
a wooden fork in serving, coiling tho 
macaroni round and round, but this is a ^ 
knack which Americans have yet to «i*.- 
quire.—Boston 
Transcript. 


Bone Gniftln^r- 


"Bone grafting," said Dr. 
Goldth- 
walte, the jji^ysician of the Fifth Avenue 
Hotel, alluding to the recent experiment 
at Bellevue Hospital, "is not new. 
It 
was tried 150 years ago, but it has never 
been successful, and I do not think it 
ever will be, 
I have not seen the report 
in tho Medical Journal of the Bellevue 
tase, but it is given out that it is a fail- 
ure. 
Bone grafting is practically im- 
possible. 
The conditions are too diffi- 
cult and unfavorable. 
There 
is no 
record of a case of bone grafting ever be- 
ing succewfully i>erformed,"—¿'iw Y^rk 
Daily Continent, 


varies greatly. 
The line of the bottom 
¡of the slope follows in a general way tho 
trend of the slope southwest from Cape 
Sable to the southern part of Florida; 
out at some nartslt is much farther oil 
from the coast, its distance 
opposite 
Savannah being about .300 miles, and 
nearly as much opposite New York. 


It would be imprudent to try the route 
from the Bermudas direct to New York, 
because you would be likely to get into 
i\ remarkable hole that goes down sud- 
'denly just before the slobe begins, from 
the level floor three miles deep to nearly 
,a, mile deeper. 
But you might go com- 
fortably from within 200 miles of Cape 
•Sable to very near San Domiugo and 
Puerto Rico in the West Indian group, 
traveling in u buggy straight south moro 
than the length of tho United States, 
You would find an even road at a little 
more than three miles down beloy what 
is now the surface ot the sea, descending 
a trifle after getting south of the^latitude 
of Jacksonville, Fla. 


Then-you would have to look out, be- 
causp, a few miles to the north of Puerto 
Rico, the ocean floor takes a most as- 
tounding dip'into one of Iho deepest sea 
holes that can be found in the world. 
Reaching its edge at about 130 miles 
from Puefto Rico, you would find this 
tremendous gulf suddenly descending to 
a de^th of more than five miles below 
what is now the surface of tho water. It 
is extraordinary how these West Indian 
islands rise precipitously from the depths, 
uplifting their mountains miles high out 
oUthe sea. 
South of Cuba, in tho Car- 
ribean Sea, is a hole ^even more remark- 
able than the one just described. 
It is 
much bigger than .the one north of Puerto 
Rico, and forms an elongated valley 
six and a half miles in depth. 
Who can 
guess what ocean monsters, pulpy, vast 
and formless, inhabit these great ocean 
caverns,- lighted only by processions of 
torch-bearingflshes? What haunts, these, 
for the sea serpent and for tho gigantic 
creatures imagined to bo extinct since 
the Deluge, 


Among other surprising things at tho 
bottom of the sea, you would in your 
travels come across the little 
Bahamas 
east of Southern Fiorida, 
where they 
rise suddenly from tho ocean's floor with 
so little slope that, within a distance of 
thirty miles,you would have to climb more 
than three miles high to find yourself in 
Nassau, 
So it appears, as had not been 
suspected until recently, that these isl- 
ands are the tops of very precipitous 
mountain peaks projecting out of tho 
water. 
A still moro extraordinary sub- 
marino structure you would discpver in 
the-Bermudas, some 900 miles due cast 
from Charleston. 
These islands 
rise 
abruptly out of tho miist of the great 
flat ocean plain. 
They, 
too, 
are tho 
peaks of mighty aud precipitous hills. 


The bottom floor of the Gulf of Mexico 
• 


ia little less than two and a half miles 
deep. Flowiuiiout of it, the great peren- 
nial stream becomes so shallow by tho time 
it reaches the southern point of Florida 
as to be less than half a mile iu depth, 
while, as it sweeps up close by the south- 
east shore line of that State it diminishes 
to but little more than a quarter of a 
mile before swerving off from tho coast 
on its journey northeastward.
